An Act for ficititating the collection of the Revenne 
of Government and defining the interest intended 
to be conveyed by public sales for the realization of 
arrears of the Public Revenue in Pattecdarree 
Estates. 








I The Regulations in force authorize

But with reference to the peculiar 
nature of tho existing enactments 
appear to ifficient, on the one hand for the 
protection of the rights of the Putteedars, and on the 
other hand for the punctual realization of the dues of 
Government, The Regulations ure also deficient in 
not authorizing with auificient distinctness the sale or 
transfer of the Puttees of defaulting laticodars in 
Pattecdarree and in not defining the interest 
intended to bs conveyed by public salos of such Estates, 

Il. A Patteedarree Estate in this Act is held to 
be an Estate which consists of two or more separate 
portions or Puttces, or of which there may be pro- 
prictors, postesred of separate properties and holding 
direct of the Government, but not parties in their own 
names to the contract with the Government for pay 
ment of the public revenue, The proprietor who is a 
party in his own name is called a Lumberdar, and the 
proprietor who is not a party in his own name 
called a Putteedar. 

IIL. It is hereby enacted, that the following modes 
of duress may be enforced against all Putteedars 
whose tenure and interest may have been defined by 
a Settlement formed according to Regulation VIL. of 
1822 as modified by Regulation IX. of 1893, whether 
every such Putteedar be in sole occupation of his 
Pattee, or hold it in common with others.

pre-emption be made on the day of ale and before the 
Collector shall have left the office, and provided that 
the claimant fulfil all the other conditions of the sale. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that the above me- 
theds be employed by the Collector or other Officer 
vested with the powers of Collector, under such limi- 
tation and control ax Government or other superior 
revenue authorities shall see fit to prescribe or enfurce. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that the sale of any 
Pattee by public auction, shall be effected in respect 
to the notice to be ivsned, the authority to be obtained, 
and the mode of conducting the sale according to the 
rules prescribed by Law from time to time for the sale 
of an entire Mehal, and the Pattee after the sale shall 
have been duly comfirmed shall be the absolute pro- 
perty of the purchaser, save and except the rights of 
those Ryots whose right to the permanent occupancy 
of their lands may have been recognized, and the rates 
of rent payable by whom may have been adjusted 
and recorded at the last settlement.

[Vice-Cuancettor’s Count, Fes, 22.)—This 
wasa case (Davis AnD OTHERS v. Bryayt,) in which 
anapplication was made upon notice foraxpecial injunc- 
tion, to restrain the defendant from using labels w! 
were counterfeits of those used by the plaintiffs. ‘The 
plaintiffs rs. Hesketh Davis and Co., the 
eminent oil and pickle dealers of Leadenball-street, 
and the defendant is the superintendent of St. James's 
workhouse. From the statements of the learned 
counsel, it appeared that the pickles of the plaintiffs 
having acquired considerable reputation in India, the 
defendant, who has a son there, had been in the habit 
for vome time of sending articles tohim, the bottles of 
which were labelled with an exact imitation of the bot- 
tlesused by the plaintiff. ‘This was not discovered by 
the plaintiffs till a short time ago, and the manner of 
that discovery was rather singular. A note was seut to 
the plaintiffs from an engraver, stating that be thought 
it would be a great improvement if they would have 
the plate of their labels touched up a little, as it had 
become the worse for use. ‘This communication sur- 
prised them, knowing that the party who had written 
to them was not the engraver whom they employed, 
and they immediately waited upon the engraver, when, 
to their astonishment, they discovered that the plate 
wax a spurious one, and that it had been sent to the 
engraver by the defendant. Upon this a remonstrance 
was sent to the defendant, but without effect, and the 
only course left open to the plaintiffs for the purpose
